It was during the evening of 
Mother Bailey’s funeral in 
December of 1976. I have seen 
and had a chance to talk with 
her very briefly since then, but 
this was the last conversation of 
any real length she and I had 
before her tragic demise a few 
weeks ago. She was quietly 
enjoying her meal in the 
cafateria of the Michigan, Inn 
which was the hotel where most 
of the out-of-town guest 
attending the funeral were 
registered. Most of the National 
officers by this time were leaving 
for home or preparing to do so. 


I went over to where Dr. Mallory 
was eating and this was where a 
conversation began of which I 
had no idea I would have this 
occasion to share with the entire 
church. 


First let me share a little about 
the unique impression Dr. 
Mallory made on my life. As 
early as I can remember Dr. 
Mallory has always been 
esteemed by nearly all the saints 
I’ve ever come in contact with as 
one of the most unusual women 
of our time. In the 40’s and 50’s 
it was Dr. Mallory who had 
gained recognition and 
friendship with some of the 
most promineint Black 
Americans in the world-at-large 
such as Adam Clayton Powell, 
Ethel Waters and Mrs. Bethune 
of Bethune Cookman College. 
She was a personal friend of 
Eleanor Roosevelt. She had not 
only found favor with Bishop 
Mason, Mother Coffey and many 
other of the outstanding leaders 
of the Church of God in Christ, 
but several times she has been 
recognized as one of the ten 
most outstanding black women 
in America. I have always felt in 
the field of Christian Education 
and the chiristian ministry as it 
relates to women she _ was 
without equal. The fact that 
during Mother Coffey and 
Mother Bailey’s life time she 
always occupied the third seat 
on the women’s side of the 
platform, during National 
meeting, always seem to indicate 
to me that she was recognize 
equally as a leader in the 
women’s work as well as in 
education.

reverence I listened attentively 
to her last words to me which 
was destined to change my 
perspective about life. 


She stopped eating for a short 
time and began sharing with me 
in her very slow and deliberate 
manner, the thoughts she was 
having about the death of 
Mother Bailey. “Mother Bailey,” 
she said, ‘‘Marks the end of an 
era.”” “I was blessed,” she 
continued, “to be very close 
friends with Bishop Mason, 
Mother Coffey, and Mother 
Bailey.”” “Now its time for a 
New Era.” She paused for a few 
moments and then continued 
“Im not bitter about change, but 
rather I’m thankful for the 
opportunity I had to serve.” 


I must confess I was greatly 
surprised at this point of view. It 
had been my experience that 
many people her age and who 
served aS long as she did felt that 
nothing about or in the church 
should ever change. Instead they 
were strong opponents to change 
of any kind. They felt 
threatened and were very critical 
and unfriendly to people who 
had not served the church as 
long as they. They seem to feel 
they comprised a kind of self 
appointed aristocracy in the 
church. { 


Dr. Mallory in my opinion, 
represented to me the kind of 
attitude I would like to have 
during my closing years on 
earth. I’m expecting the younger 
generation to be as critical of me 
then as the younger generation is 
now. I’m sure my grandchildren 
will feel if they had the chance 
they would have done a much 
better job leading the church 
than my generation did. I will 
probably be wishing they would 
appreciate how far we have 
come, but like most young 
people, who because they didn’t 
live in the past can not have any 
real appreciation of the past, 
they will only think in terms of 
where we should be. I only hope 
when this time comes that I will 
not be bitter, but like Dr. 
Mallory appeared to me on that 
day, I will be thankful for having 
had THE PRIVILEDGE to serve 
the greatest Church in the 
World.

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WHAT MAKES CHURCHES 


GROW?

C. Peter Wagner explores the 
seven common demoninators he 
has found almost’ without 
exception in growing evangelical 
churches. 


What makes conservative, 
evangelical churches grow? 


There are almost as many 
answers to that question as there 
are burgeoning churches. Many 
conservative pastors directly 
involved in exciting church 
growth see some of the trees 
clearly, but they tend to miss 
the forest. 


W. <A. Criswell, for example, 
credits expository preaching as 
the major factor in his church’s 
growth to 18,000 members. But 
Robert Schuller, whose church 
has now passed 6,500, rarely 
preaches expository messages 
but is extremely effective in 
communicating ‘‘possibility 
thinking’’ through topical 
preaching. 


James Kennedy singles out 
house-to-house visitation as the 
most effective means for growth 
in Florida, but Stephen Olford 
tried it in New York City to no 
avail. When a pastor there, he 
depended more on penetrating 


the high-rises through television. 
No one approach always works. 


Richard Halverson finds that 
developing small koinonia 
groups is his best approach, and 
Ray Stedman attributes growth 
to “body life.” Wendell Belew, 
however, once told me of two 
churches that ‘‘died of 
koinonia!”’ 


Then Jack Hyles argues that 
building his Sunday — school 
through 130 bus routes helps his 


church to grow, but Ray 
Ortlund’s church dols its last 
Sunday School bus three years 
ago and has been growing faster 
ever since, 


With so many different 
approaches it is no wonder that 
as I speak and write on this 
subject concerned pastors and 
laymen still come and ask me a 
fairly standard question: “Our 
church has not been growing, 
but we want it to. What can we 
do to make it grow?”’ 


In most cases the asking of the 
question is the crucial part of 
the answer; in other words, the 
indispensable condition for a 
growing church is that it must 
want to grow.

Today young people are uniting 
and performing more and more 
activities in groups.

It has been said ‘‘the home that 
prays together stays together.” 
In a prayerful home there is 
unity, tolerance and 


understanding. President 
Johnson, in his June 1965, 
commencement  address_ at 
Howard University, said ‘The 
family is the cornerstone of our 
society. More than any force it 
shapes the attitudes, the hopes, 
the ambitions and values of the 
child. When the family collapse, 
it is the children that are usually 
damaged. When it happens on 
massive scale the _ entire 
community itself is crippled. 


Young people when making 
decisions don’t seek the easiest 
or shortest way out; seek the 
best way even though it may be 
hard and long. The only way to 
climb a mountain is up the 
rough side. If the mountain is 
too smooth the climber finds 
himself slipping and _ sliding 
down. It is only the rough places 
that offer something to grasp. 


The rough side of the mountain 
may leave one bruised but if he 
gets to the top, the joy of 
succeeding will make the bruises 


less painful. Do not frame your 
diploma and forget it but let it 


be a reminder that “For unto 
whomsoever much is given of 
him shall be much _ required. 
Luke 12:48. Let it be a reminder 
that the task is not finished. For 
as long as there is existence there 
will be goals to be reached, races 
to be run, battles to be fought 
and a future to be faced.

What is prayer? Dr. Bennie 
Goodwin, author of PRAY AND 
GROW RICH, has. defined 
prayer as thinking and doing 
with an awareness that God is 
present.

RESIST DEPRESSION AND 
IT WILL FLEE FROM YOU

Kach of us can give accounts of 
times when we _ have _ been 
depressed. So much so that 
many seem to _ feel _ that 
occasional bouts with depression 
are natural or to be expected. 
Some people simply have a 
period of depression, manage to 
get through it, and then go on 
about their business. Others 
tend, however, to go from one 
depression to another 
sometimes never really shaking 
the preceding one or its effects. 
Yet, few seem to think about 
the tremendous amount of 
power depression exerts upon 
the person caught in its clutches. 
Few seem to realize that 
depression is a trick of the 
Enemy, that it is indeed 
OPPRESSION from Satan and is 
a SIN to those saved ones who 
succumb to it and allow 
themselves to be controlled by 
it. 


Depression may be defined as 
‘fan emotional attitude, 


sometimes definitely 
pathological, involving feelings 
of inadequacy and hopelessness, 
sometimes overwhelming, 
accompanied by a_ general 
lowering of physical and mental 
activity” (DICTIONARY OF 
PSYCHOLOGY, 1952). It is a 
sin because one caught in this 
state begins to do _ the 
OPPOSITE of everything the 
Word would direct us to do. For 
example, James 2:17, tells us, 
“Faith without :works is dead’; 
Jesus said, ‘“‘I must work the 
works of Him that sent me while 
it is day, the night cometh when 
no man can work’’ (John 9:4); 
and “let your light so shine 
before men, that they may see 
your good works. . .” (Matt. 
5:16.) Many Scriptures point to 
the fact that God wants us:to be 
busy, and not only busy, but to 
actively and productively work 
to ACCOMPLISH things: to bear 
fruit (John 15:2), to labor in the 
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Behold, the Lord’s hand is not 
shortened, that it cannot save 
neither his ear heavy, that it 
cannot hear: But your iniquities 
have separated between you and 
your God, and your sins have 
hid his face from you, that he 
will not hear. Isa. 59:1, 2.

problems everywhere but are 
taught there is nothing wrong

What lies ahead 
will depend heavily upon what I 
call the “Christian voice.”’

The radical movement has 
waned; the Christian movement 
is growing. The _ radical 
revolution tries to change the 
system, but it does not deal with 
the self-centered, sinful attitude 
of man. Blaming all our 
problems on “‘the system’ has 
been one of the _ biggest 
“cop-outs” of our time. 


The only ultimate solution 
begins with Jesus Christ-because 
He can revolutionize the heart of 
man.

Bishop Charles Mason met 
Brother C.P. Jones of Jackson, 
Mississippi, in 1895, who he 
described as a “‘very sweet in the 
Spirit of the Lord, person and 
also very prayerful.” He loved 
him sincerely and they became 
dear friends in the Lord. Eld. J. 
A. Jeter, of Little Rock, Ark. 
Eld. W. S. Pleasant and others 
became companions with them 
in the Holiness faith. 


These men _ searched the 
Scriptures diligently with much 
fasting and prayer, and they 
found out that they could not 
be saved without Holiness. They 
were Sanctified through the 
Truth, as Jesus had prayed for 
His disciples to be in the 17th 
chapter of St. John. They 


preached this doctrine from the 


depth of their souls and because 
of it were ejected from the 
Baptist Church. Revivals 
continued unabated and 
persecution arose. Nevertheless 


these Pioneers preached 
relentlessly, that which they saw 
in the Scriptures. “Follow peace 
with all men and_ Holiness, 
without which no man shall see 
the Lord.” Hebrews 12:14. They 
contended that all who had that 
conviction and patterned their 
lives accordingly were doing as 
God would have them to do. 


Later that year they congregated 
themselves and were known to 
be the “Church of God’ Acts 
20:28. But because the truth the 
of the Gospel was being assailed 
on every side, and many false 
doctrines were being introduced 
by those who proclaiming the 
same name but denied the power 
thereof, Eld. C. Mason, being the 
Chief Evangelist was set forth to 
defend the Gospel. He prayed 
earnestly for a name that would 
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satisfy. Man us many means to 
satisfy that need. But those 
wrong means only last for a 
short period of time. Christ gives 
one satisfaction that can last for 
an eternity. 


In this life the satisfaction that 
Christ gives, walks and talk with 
you and tells you that you are 
his own, it comforts your 
broken heart, it lift up the 
bowed down heads, it lifts the 
heavy burden, it give peace to 
the troubled mind, it gives you 
love, joy and peace in the mist 
of war and confusion (and last 
throughout eternity.)

be with people you would not 
ordinarily join; and makes it 
very difficult for you to listen 
to, not to mention concentrate 
on, the problems of others (as 
your own problems seem so 
much more important and 
pressing.) Further more, the 
Word encourages us many times 
to put our trust in God rather 
than man (Psalms 118: 8; Prov. 
3:5; Isa. 50:10, 26:4; Prov. 
29:25; Psalms 32:10); and Jesus 
promises eternal life (Rom. 2:7; 
Matt. 25:46; John 6:27, 10:28), 
as well as PEACE (Ps. 4:7; John 
16:33), JOY (Psalms 126:5; 
John 16:24; Nehemiah 8:10) 
and HOPE (Rom. 15:4; Psalms 
42:11) in this present world. 
These exhortations and promises 
suggest a positive outlook on life 
based not on superstition, but 
on the fact of the resurrection of 
Jesus and the Truth of His Word. 
But depression tells you that 
Life is not worth living, that 
Death must be better, that 
nothing exists after this life 
anyway because you _ have 
already had your hell, that 
people are no good and are never 
to be trusted, that nobody loves 
you and no one ever will. 


These few examples illustrate 
the paradoxical intentions of thi 
way Jesus wouid have you * * =" 
and the way depression would 
have you EXIST, as well as the 
absolute worthlessness of 
depression for your spiritual 
growth and development. For, 
depression would have you feel 
perpetually defeated, alone, 
hopeless and worthless, when 
Jesus so clearly says, “‘As the 
Father hath loved me, so have I 
love you: continue ye in my 
love” (John 15:9); “Lo, I am 
with you always, even unto the 
end of the world” (Mat. 28:20), 
and “‘Peace I leave with you, my 
peace I give unto you: not as the 
world giveth, give I unto you. 
Let not your heart be troubled, 
neither let it be afraid’? (John 
14: 27.)
